The chief contest that arose was 
With reference to commodity rates 
under which perishable foods moved 
in bulk. On this question the board 
Judgment, which is written by the 
chief commissioner, is as follows: 

Value Increased, 

“Tam ready to admit that the value 
of all the commodities has very greatiy 
increased since commodity rates first 
came in, and that one of the elements 
in rate making relates to the value of 
the commodity carried and not the In- 
creased risk undertaken. As against 
the shippers and vendors of these ar 


ticles of datly necessity, there is no 
difficulty in the express companies 
ldo 


justifying a reasonable increase, 
not think, however, that the matter 
ought to be considered at the moment 
The companies will obtain a fair mea 
sure of increase in their first class 
and second class rates, That increase, 
it is hoped, will prove suffic'ent to 
propertly maintain the companies ant 
the business; but whatever increase is 


placed on these commodities would 
form a reason, A comparatively ama}! 
one, {t is true, in most instances, but 


still a reason for farther Increases in 
the charge made to the consumer, In 
the past experience {t would appear 
that the increase in charge to the 
consumer would be much greater than 


the increased cost per pound or per 
pint of the commodity.
